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foreword 



The National Science Foundation is required by legislative mandate to ". . . . initiate and 
maintain a program for the determination of the total amount of money for scientific 
research, including money for the construction of facilities, wherein such research is 
conducted, received by each educational institution and appropriate nonprofit organization 
in the United States, by grant, contract or other arrangement from agencies of the 
Federal Government, and to report annually thereon to the President and Congress." To 
fulfill this requirement, the Foundation assumed responsibility for the data system 
originally designed by the Committee on Academic Science and Engineering (CASE) of 
the Federal Council on Science and Technology. The Foundation annually collects 
statistical data from the 15 Federal agencies that accounted for an estimated 95 percent 
of total obligations (for both science and engineering (S/E) and non-science/ engineer- 
ing (non-S/E) activities) to academic institutions and for virtually all support for S/E 
research and development at these institutions. This report is the eighteenth in a series 
presenting data on Federal obligations to universities and colleges. Data on research and 
development (R&D) funding to nonprofit institutions were added in 1968. 

Institutions of higher education, the major source of the Nation's scientists and 
engineers, perform about one-half of the Nation's basic research. Therefore, the level, 
distribution, and characteristics of Federal academic support are of much interest to 
officials at Federal, State, and local levels and in nongovernmental sectors. Academic 
administrators depend on these data for information on an institution's progress over 
time and for comparisons with other institutions. Historically, this survey system has 
been the sole source of data on Federal funding to individual institutions for both S/E 
and non-S/E activities. 

We thank the responsible staff members of the participating agencies for their 
continued cooperation and for their constant efforts to enhance the quality and timeli- 
ness of their data submissions.

general notes 



The figures shown in these tables represent all categories of direct Federal support to 
institutions of higher education in the United States. The 15 Federal agencies repre- 
sented accounted for an estimated 95 percent of total obligations to universities and 
colleges and virtually all funding for science and engineering (S/E) research and devel- 
opment at such institutions, Whereever possible, data from the survey covering Federal 
academic R&D funding for fiscal year (FY) 1983 have been updated to reflect the most 
recent information contained in unpublished tabulations of the Office of Management 
and Budget.

Obligations shown for universities and colleges do not include funds obligated to 
federally funded research and development centers (FFRDC's) administered by aca- 
demic institutions. FFRDC's are R&D-performing organizations which range from the 
traditional contractor-owned/contractor-operated or Government-owned/contractor- 
operated (GCCO) organizational structures to various degrees of contractor/Government 
control and ownership. These organizations are formed to meet a particular R&D 
objective which cannot be met as effectively by existing resources. Academic S/E obligations 
to these organizations are presented separately, as are R&D obligations to independent 
nonprofit institutions and nonprofit-administered FFRDC's (parts II and III and tables 
B-46 through B-56). 

Obligations differ from expenditures in that funds allocated by Federal agencies 
during one fiscal year may be spent by the recipient institution either partially or 
entirely during one or more subsequent years. Totals presented herein exclude loans to 
individuals, such as Federal guaranteed student loan programs sponsored by the Department 
of Education and Federal employee training and development activities, as well as funds 
allocated to State agencies, even though the final recipient of such funds is known to be 
an academic institution. Tuition bupport programs such as Pell grants and Supplemen- 
tal Educational Opportunity Grants (SEOG's) are included in these figures. 

In 1983, 2,247 institutions were reported ^s receiving Federal obligations, compared 
to 2,804 in 1982. Based on discussions with agency officials, NSF has traced the down- 
turn to underreporting of non-S/E obligations by ED. Note that total Federal obliga- 
tions for fiscal years 1981, 1982, and 1983 have been estimated by NSF based on revised 
data on studont aid provided by ED in May 1985. Thus, the estimates in the charts and 
accompanying text for those years differ from totals listed in the statistical tables of this 
report and in the Science Resources Studies Highlights, "Federal Academic R&D Funds 
Continue Strong Growth Through 1985," (NSF 85-314) . 

Unless constant dollars are specified, data shown in this report are in current dollars. 
When constant-dollar figures are discussed, they are adjusted to 1972 levels and are 
converted to a fiscal year basis, using the annual gross natonal product (GNP) implicit 
price deflator prepared by the Department of Commerce as of April 1985. 

Data shown in the text or tabulations may not add to the totals or subtotals because of 
rounding.

• Total Federal obligations to universities and colleges were estimated lo have increased by 
nearly 12 percent (7 percent in constant dollars] between 1982 and 1983 to $10.2 billion, about 
tiie same level in real terms as the peak year, 1978, In real dollars, total academic funding rose in 
five of the preceding seven years. Between 198J1 and 1983, obligations for research and development 
rose in real terms by 6 percent. According to budget estimates, however, R&D funding is 
expected tu increase by nearly 9 percent between 1984 and 1985, but decline by over 5 percent

• The estimated real-dollar increase in Federal academic obligations between 1982 and 1983 (7 
percent] was higher than the rate of growth in total expenditures of all institutions of higher 
education (up 4 percent] and in Federal purchases of goods and services (less than one-half of 1 
percent]. Similar increases were reported in each of these three areas during the previous decade 
(1973-82] of the survey series, with Government purchases and higher education spending 
each averaging nearly 3 percent per year and Federal academic support up by 2 percent 
annually. Using a current-dollar index based on 1963 totals, all higher education expenditures 
went up by over 900 percent by 1983, Federal support went up by over 700 percent, and 
Government purchases rose by over 400 percent.^ 



• ED and HHS together supplied $7 of every $10 of Federal academic funding in 1983. Each of 
the 7 major agencies surveyed increased their support to institutions of higher education in 
O }63, and funding by 10 of the 15 agencies surveyed exceeded the 4-percent national inflation 
ERJC te. 



• Funds for academic S/E activities rose to $5.7 billion, nearly 10 percent over 1982, or over 5 
percent when adjusted for inflation. This increase represented a reversal of the 3-percent per 
year real-dollar decrease reported between 1979 (the peak year during the previous decade] and 
1982, Nine of the 15 Federal agencies surveyed increased their support of academic S/E pro- 
grams in 1983 (including each of the 6 largest S/E supporters] and all 9 agencies reported 
increases that exceeded the 4-percent inflation rate. HHS, the largest source of accidemic S/E 
support, reported a real-dollar growth of 7 percent. The 1983 increase in support for S/E 
O programs was largely attributable to a rise in funding for research and development, which 
ERJC accounted for $7 of every $8 of academic S/E funding. 
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• Federal support to academic institutions for research and development in 1983 rose by 10 
percent (6 percent in real dollars) to $5.0 billion. This real-dollar growth was the first in four 
years, between 1979 and 1982 R&D funding dropped at an average annual rate of 3 percent. 
Between 1982 and 1983, R&D support by HHS and DOD rose by 8 percent each in real dollars, 
and HHS was responsible for over one-half the 1982-83 R&D growth. During the 1983-84 
period. Federal R&D obligations to universities and colleges grew 10 percent in real dollars and 
are projected to increase by about 9 percent between 1984 and 1985 in real terms. ^ The 
estimated real-dollar level of Federal academic R&D support reached in 1985 will be the highest 
of the entire survey series. HHS (primarily NIH), the source of nearly one-half of all academic 
R&D funds, is expected to account for over one-half of the net growth between 1984 and 1985, 
with DOD and NSF supplying most of the remainder. Between 1985 and 1986, however, R&D 
support is projected to decrease by about 5 percent in real terms. During the first half of the 
1975-85 decade, over one-half of Federal R&D funds to universities was awarded for basic 
ERXC research, and this concentration is scheduled to reach nearly two-thirds by 1985.

• HHS, the largest source of all Federal academic R&D funding, increased its support by 12 
percent to $2.4 billion in 1983. When adjusted for inflation, HHS funding levels grew by 8 
percent, the first real-dollar rise in four years. NIH accounted for $9 of every $10 devoted to 
R&D programs supported by HHS and virtually all of its net growth between 1982 and 1983. 
NIH is expected to provide virtually all of HHS' 1984-85 R&D increase.^ DOD also reported a 
12-percent rise {8 percent in real terms] in academic R&D funding, its third consecutive year of 
real growth. Between 1985 and 1986, HHS' R&D funding is scheduled to drop by over 9 
ICD ir^-rcent in real terms, while DOD's level is expected to rise by 2 percent. 



• Between 1982 and 1983, Federal academic R&D obligations rose in each of the eight major 
S/E disciplines at rates that exceeded the national inflation rate of 4 percent. In current dollars, 
six of the major S/E fields showed larger 1982-83 funding increases than the average annual 
growth over the 1977^82 period.^ Between 1984 and 1985, according to the Federal budget, 
O of the major S/E disciplines, with the exception of the social sciences, is expected to show 
ERXC rreased rate of support that exceeds the rate of inflation.^ 
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• Obligations for the life sciences accounted for just over one-half of all Federal academic R&D 
funding in 1983. HHS supplied nearly four-fifths of all R&D funds for the life sciences and 
"sychology. DOD supported two-thirds of all engineering obligations, and NSF funded over 
||gRJ(]"ne-half of all computer research. 
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• In 1983, the leading 100 recipients of Federal funds for R&D activities (out of 606 institutions] 
accounted for 86 percent of the total. The concentration of Federal R&D support among the 
leading 100 institutions declined slightly from a high of nearly 90 percent in 19o3 to just under 
84 percent in 1977, with a slightly higher concentration of R&D support each year since 1977. 
The 100 leading recipients of Federal R&D funds in 1983 accounted for about 75 percent of the 
scientists and engineers engaged in academic R&D activities (in FTE terms), including 86 
^^^^^l of the postdoctorates.^ Although doctorate-granting institutions represented about 
of academic R&D performers, they accounted for virtually all Federal R&D obligations. 



• Federal obligations to universities and colleges for all S/E activities other than research and 
development totaled $714 million in 1983, up 5 percent over 1982. Funding levels for these 
programs grew by 4 percent per year betvs^een 1976 and 1982 following an 8-percent per year 
decline during the 1971-76 period. Support for these programs in 1983 reached nine-tenths of 
the 1971 level, the first year the survey collected separate data on these programs. Nearly 
one-half of these funds were classified in the residual category, "other S/E activities," obligated 
mostly by USDA's Extension Service (ES) to land-grant colleges and universities for projects 
aiding farmers and rural communities. Federal funding for fellowships, traineeships, and train- 
ing grants reached $247 million in 1983, a 6-percent increase (2 percent in real terms). This 
total, however, was only one-fourth the real-dollar amount obligated in 1971. In 1983 the 
13,300 federally financed fellows and trainees represented only 5 percent of all full-time 
ERJj^ graduate students in doctorate-granting institutions, down from 16 percent in 1971.^ 
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• About three-fifths of all Federal obligations to universities and colleges for fellowships, 
traineeships, and training grants in 1983 was in the life sciences, nearly all for NIH awards for 
O 'jcal and biological students. As in 1982, HHS ^.nd ED together supplied nine- tenths of all 
lERJCral funds for fellows and trainees. 
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• In 1983, the 19 university-administered FFRDC's received a new high of $2.8 billion for S/E 
activities, an 11-percent increase over 1982 (7 percent in real terms). This also represented the 
highest real-dollar level of support for these organizations since the onset of the survey series 
and was the seventh real-dollar funding increase in the last 10 years. Between 1973 and 1983, 
funds for university-administered FFRDC's have risen by nearly 3 percent per year in real 
terms, about the same rate as the increase in S/E employment at FFRDC's over that period. 
Nearly $7 of each $8 of all FFRDC funding in 1983 was for R&D programs. The 15 FFRDC's 
(out of 40 such organizations) that have been in existence throughout the 1963-83 survey 
peiiod accounted for 93 percent of all support in 1983 for all FFRDC's administered by 
universities and for 86 percent of the 1982-83 increase. These 15 "matched" centers accounted 
for about 80 percent of totai support foi academic FFRDC's th'-oughout the 1963-83 survey 
y L R&D and R&D plant funding levels for academic FFRDC's are scheduled to grow in 
it dollars by 1 percent in 1984 and by 12 percent in 1985.'' 



• The four Federal agencies that have sponsored university-administered FFRDC's throughout 
tLe survey series-DOE, NASA, DOD, and NSF-h ave historically accounted for virtually all 
S/E support to these organizations. About 1 percent came from agencies that did not sponsor 
their own centers. DOE funded $7 out of each $10 of support to academically administered 
FFRDC's and sponsored 10 of the 19 centers. Between 1984 and 1985, DOE is scheduled to 
supply almost all of the 12-percent increase for R&D programs and R&D plant, with NASA 
ERXC and NSF supplying most of the remainder.^ 



• The 10 university-administered FFRDC's that received the largest amounts of Federal sup- 
port in 1983 accounted for 95 percent of the total for the fourth consecutive year. These 10 
organization: {8 of them are DOE-sponsored) were also among the leading 10 FFRDC recipi- 
ents in each of the previous five years. Eight of the leading 10 centers showed increased funding 
between 1982 and 1983, six of them above the 4-percent national inflation rate. DOE's funding 
of Argonne National Laboratory, however, decreased for the third consecutive year. As in 
previous years, the 10 centers acc( unted for 93 percent of all S/E employment at academically 
administered FFRDC's. Over three- fourths of the 15,200 S/E employees at university -administered 
rrn r^^'g were engineers or physical scientists.^ 
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• OHigations to 548 independent nonprofit institutions {excluding nonprofit-administered 
FFRDC's) for research and develupment and R&D plant in 1983 by the 15 Federal agencies 
surveyed reached a new high of $1.0 billion, up 4 percent over 1982. This was nearly four- 
fifths of all Federal R&D and R&D plant obligations to nonprofit organizations in the Nation.^ 
The 10 leading nonprofit institutions accounted for nearly two-fifths of all support to the 
organizations receiving funds in 1983 for which separate data are available. HHS supplied o^er 
one-half of all nonprofit funding and virtually all Federal R&D arid R&D plant support to 
voluntary hospitals. The leading voluntary hospital, Massachusetts General Hospital, received 
$28 million and ranked seventh in total nonprofit funds. DOD provided slightly ovei one- 
fourth of all nonprofit obligations. Seven of the top 10 nonprofit institutions received larger 
funding levels in 1983 than in 1982, funding for these organizations, however, often fluctuate 
year to year. Federal obligations to independent nonprofit institutions grew by 20 percent 
^A/een 1983 and 1984 and are scheduled for a 2-percent increase in 1985.

• In 1983, about two-fifths of all independent nonprofit institutions were classified as research 
institutes. The 224 research institutes accounted for nearly two-thirds of total Federal support 
to all nonprofit organizations in FY 1983 for a total of $675 million. DOD and HHS supplied 
four-fifths of the support for all research institutes in 1983, up from three-fourths in 1982. 
Over one-half of all Federal support to the top IC research institutes was from DOD, the 
leading 4 research institutes— SRI International, the Draper Laboratories, Battelle Memorial 
Institute, and IIT Research Institute— when combined received more than three-fourths of their 
support from DOD. HHS was the bource of virtually all funding to 4 of the top 10 research 
Institutes -Sloan-Kettering Institute, Sidney Farber Cancer Institute, Salk Institute for Biologi- 
cal Studies, and the Fred Hutchinson Cancer Research Center. 



• The six FFRDC's administered by nonprofit institutions received $681 million in 1983 for 
R&D and R&D plant, a 17*percent rise over the previous high of $584 million in 1982. When 
adjusted for inflation, support for these organizations grew by 12 percent, the first real increase 
in three years. The real-dollar level for these centers in 1983 was tne highest of the entire 
1968-83 period for which data are available. Between 1983 and 1984, support for these FFRDC's 
increased by 8 percent (4 percent in real dollars) and is scheduled for a 12-percent rise (8 
percent in real dollars) in 1985.^ Total R&D and R&D plant support for FFRDC's administered 
by nonprofit institutions, like those administersd by universities and colleges, remained fairly 
level in real dollars over the entire 1968-83 period, rising less than 1 percent per year. Each of 
the nonprofit-administered FFRDC's was sponsored by either^DOD or DOE, and the DOD- 
sponsored Aerospace Corporation has been ranked first each year that data have been collected. 
O .963, each of the six FFRDC's increased their obligation levels over 1982 at rates exceeding 
fclyv 4-percent inflation rate.

technical notes 



revisions to total 
federal obligations 

In 1983, Federal agencies reported obli- 
(gations to 2,247 institutions of higher 
education; compared to 2,804 in 1982 and 
2,803 in 1981. The 1982-83 downturn was 
.traced to the Department of Education 
(ED), which had inadvertently omitted over 
600 recipients of student aid funds from 
the non-science/engineering total reported 
for FY 1983. Since ED was unable to adjust 
its records in time for the preparation of 
this report, NSF elected to publish the data 
as initially reported. In the charts and text, 
however, NSF revised the total obligations 
reported for the years 1981 through 1983 
to provide a more realistic picture regard- 
ing student financial assistance. The Office 
of Postsecondary Education provided NSF 
with trend data on student aid through 
Pell and Supplemental Educational Oppor- 
tunity Grants (SEOG's); unfortunately 
these represent national totals and are not 
available by individual institution. Table 
A-1 indicates the basis for NSF's revised 
estimates of total and non-science/engineer- 
ing obligations for the years 1981 through 
1983:

scope of survey 

Thib report represents data colltcted 
annually through the National Science 
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Foundation's (NSF's) Survey of Federal 
Support to Universities, Colleges, and 
Selected Nonprofit Institutions, Fiscal Year 
1983, covering the period October 1, 1982 
through September 30, 1983. The report- 
ing system is based on the program estab- 
lished m 1965 by the Committee on Aca- 
demic Science and Engineering of the Fed- 
eral Council on Science and Technology. 

The fiscal year (FY) 1983 data shown 
in this report were submitted by 15 Fed- 
eral agencies. Data reported by the Agency 
for International Development (AID), the 
Department of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD), the Department of Labor 
(Labor), the Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion (NRC), and the Department of Trans- 
portation (DOT) were combined to consti- 
tute the other " category in tables that 
show funding by agency. 

As of October 1, 1979, the Office of 
Education (OE), the National Institute of 
Education (NIE), c^nd the Office of the 
Assistant Secretary of Education were sepa- 
rated from the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare (HEW) and merged 
to form the Department of Education (ED); 
HEW was then renamed the "Department 
of Health and Human Services" (HHS). 
These changes took effect beginning with 
the FY 1980 survey. 
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In 1981, it was determined that most of 
the NSF-sponsored support for "facilities 
and equipment for instruction in the sci- 
ences and engineering" (hereafter called 
"F&E for instruction") should have been 
classified as "research and development." 
In 1980, for example, nearly 90 percent of 
the $29 million reported by NSF in this 
category should have been classified as 
"research and development." Only about 
$3 million in 1980 from NSF's Science 
and Engineering Education Directorate's 
"Undergraduate Instructional Improvement 
Program" can be identified as F&E for 
instruction from NSF. Trend tables cover- 
ing fiscal years 1975 through 1980 were 
adjusted to reflect the reclassification. 

NSF also determined in 1981 that the 
1979 total shown for all Federal obliga- 
tions to universities and colleges was in 
error. Originally reported as $6.2 billion, 
the corrected total for 1979 should have 
been $7.6 billion. The discrepancy was 
found to be in non-S/E obligations reported 
by OE, at that time a part of HEW. Revised 
totals for 1979 first appeared in trend tables 
in the 1980 detailed statistical tables. Un- 
fortunately, OE was unable to provide 
revised data on non-S/E obligations to indi- 
vidual academic institutions. 

Data on "research instrumentation" dif- 
fers from "R&D plant" and is not sepa- 
rately identifiable in this report. "Research 
instrumentation" funds are for equipment 
purchased under research project awards 
from current-fund accounts and are in- 
cluded under totals for "research and 
development." "R&D plant" in this report 
refers to large facilities and fixed equipment. 

It should be noted that some agencies 
not surveyed, such as the Department of 
Justice, may account for a significant pro- 
portion of the total receipts at some insti- 
tutions even though those receipts may 
comprise a small proportion of the total 
academic research and development. 

In tables B-27, B-28, and B-29, obliga- 
tions to academic institutions are distri- 
buted according to the degree-level cate- 
gories of doctorate, master's, bachelor's, 
and no science/engineering (S/E) degrees. 
In tables B-38 and B-39, obligations are 
distributed according to the revised insti- 
tutional classifications developed by the 
National Center for Education Statistics 
(NCES) as a replacement for the "Carnegie" 
codes, doctorate-granting, comprehen- 
sive, general baccalaureate, professional 
and specialized, and 2-year. "Doctorate- 



granting" institutions arechaiacterized by a 
significant emphasis on doctorate-level 
education, as determined by the number 
of doctorate recipients and the diversity 
in doctorate-program offerings. "Compre- 
hensive" institutions are characterized by 
a strong, diverse postbaccalaureate pro- 
gram but are not typically involved in 
doctorate-level education. "General bacca- 
laureate" institutions are primarily engaged 
in general undergraduate, baccalaureate 
education. "Professional and specialized" 
institutions may be baccalaureate or post- 
baccalaureate institutions and are charac- 
terized by a significant level of specializa- 
tion in one area, usually a professional 
field such as business or engineering. 
"Professional and specialized" schools are 
listed as one of the following: Dentistry; 
medical; other health; engineering; busi- 
ness and management; art, music and 
design; law; education; U.S. Service; other 
specialized or professional. "2-year" institu- 
tions confer over three-fourths of their 
degrees for two years of study. 

Data are shown for Federal obligations 
to the 98 institutions classified as histori- 
cally black colleges by type of activity (table 
B-40),by agency (table B-41) and research 
and development (tables B-42 and B-43) . 

Howard University and Gallaudet Col- 
lege receive substantial appropriations from 
Congress each year for general operating 
expenses, thus, their relatively high rank- 
ing shown in these tables reflect the mag- 
nitude of their non-S/E programs. 

Obligation figures listed for individual 
institutions reflect direct Federal support, 
so that amounts subcontracted to other 
institutions are included. Those received 
via subcontract arrangement from prime 
contractors, however, are excluded. 

Also excluded from the survey data are 
specified types of Fevleral financial assist- 
ance. Loans such as those made by ED s 
Office of Student Financial Assistance, 
agency support of Federal employee train- 
ing and development activities, and finan- 
cial support of an indire^J nature, such as 
obligations designated to State agencies, 
even though it is known that such funds 
are destined for an academic institution. 
Federal obligations to academic institu- 
tions exclude funds obligated to federally 
funded research and development centers 
(FFRDC's) administered by universities and 
colleges, data for these organizations are 
shown separately, as are the FFRDC's 
administered by nonprofit institutions. 



Obligations reported were rounded to 
the nearest thousand dollars. Obligations * 
differ from expenditures in that funds allo- 
cated by agencies during one fiscal year 
may be spent by the recipient either par- j 
tially or entirely during one or more later i 
years. ' 

Unless constant dollars are specified, data ! 
shown in this report are in current dollars. | 
When constant-dollar figures are discussed, f 
they are adjusted to 1972 levels and are , 
based on the GNP implicit price deflator j 
prepared by the Department of Connmerce 
(as of April 1985), which measures the 
impact of economic conditions on the dollar 
amounts at the time the awards are made 
by granting agencies. When a time lag exists 
between the obligation of the funds by ' 
the agency and the actual expenditures of 
the money by the recipient institution, eco- 
nomic conditions in the interval also have 
an impact on the real value of goods and > 
services.

Federal obligations to institutions are i 
presented on the basis of the individual \ 
institutions that comprise the system, but j 
obligations awarded directly to the central i 
administration of a system are listed sepa- i 
rately. If the funding agency does not know I 
of the final destinaton of the funds, how- ! 
ever, the agencies report the funds as 
obligations to a system's administrative 
office, or "central system," from which 
the funds are distributed to the system's 
individual institutions. The 15 agencies in 
1983 reported obligations to 2,211 universi- 
ties and colleges and to 36 system offices. 

In 1983, NSF continued the policy of 
sending each graduate institution a copy of 
its "Institutional Profile," which shows obli- 
gations reported by each funding agency 
over an 8~year period, along with the totals 
reported in previous years by the institu- 
tion on NSF's three other surveys of institu- 
tions of higher education covering R&D 
expenditures, S/E personnel, and gradu- 
ate S/E studerts and postdoctorates. Institu- 
tional administrators are given the oppor- 
tunity to verify the accuracy of agency 
reporting and to resolve inconsistencies. 

Independent nonpiofit institutions in- 
cluded in this report total 548 plus 6 
FFRDC's administered by nonprofit organi- 
zations. They are legal entities other than 
universities and colleges, are privately 
organized or chartered to serve the public 
interest, and are exempt from most forms 
of Federal taxation. 
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Coverage of the nonprofit section in the 
Federal Support survey was expanded in 
recent years to include all types of non- 
-profit institutions that receive Federal R&D 
funds. 

Data presented for "selected nonprofit 
institutions" and for nonprofit«adminis- 
tered FFRDCs represent obligations for 
research and developn^ent ard R&D plant 
by the 15 participatng agencies, regard- 
less of amount. 

Obligations to FFRDCs administered 
by universities represent academic 5/E obli- 
gations only; non-S/E obligations, if any, 
are not reported. 

relationship of tills 
survey to the survey 
of federal funds for 
research and 
development 

The data presented in this report differ 
in several v^ays from those presented in 
the annual NSF survey. Federal Funds for 
Research and Development, referred to 
hereafter as the Federal Funds survey: 

(1) At the close of each fiscal year, the 
Federal Support survey collects data 
on a// Federal obligations to institu- 
tions of higher education by the 15 
Federal agencies that are heavily 
involved in S,/E support to academic 
institutions. The Federal Funds sur- 
vey gathers data on budgets for re- 
search and development and R&D 
plant from all 33 Federal agencies 
that have such programs Also, the 
Federal Funds series presents sepa- 
rate data on funding according to 
character of v^ork— basic research, 
applied research, and development— 
by type of performers, u'ithout list- 
ing individual academic recipients 
Such data are not collected in the 
Federal Support survey. 

(2) Certain funding categories are clabb- 
ified differently in the tU'O surveys. 
NIH reports its General Research 
Grants Program under ' general sup- 
port for science/engineering" in the 
Federal Support survey but under 
"research and development" in the 
Federal Funds survey. Also, NSF 
reported that portion of institutional 



development funds used to support 
R&D activities as "general support 
for science,'engineering" in this sur- 
vey, but as "research and develop- 
ment" in the Federal Funds survey. 

(3) The term ' selected nonprofit insti- 
tutions" in the Federal Support 
survey previously referred primarily 
to independent nonprofit institu- 
tions and FFRDC s. Federal agencies 
reported funding for those organi- 
zations for research and develop- 
ment and R&D plant. In previous 
years this survey generally excluded 
voluntary nonprofit hospitals, pro- 
fessional and technical societies, 
academies of science, private phil- 
anthropic foundations, science ex- 
hibitors, and trade and agricultural 
associations. The Federal Funds sur- 
vey, however, has included data for 
all nonprofit organizations in the 
United States. 

(4) Interagency transfers of funds obli- 
gated to an academic or nonprofit 
institution are reported in the Federal 
Support survey by the agency that 
actually obligates the funds to an 
institution. In the Federal Funds re- 
ports, the initiating agency reports 
the obligations. 

definitions 

Universities and colleges are those institu- 
tions of higher education in the United 
States that offer at least one year of college- 
level study leading toward a degree. A uni- 
versity or college comprises all parts of an 
academic institution, such as colleges of 
liberal arts, professional schools, hospitals, 
schools of agriculture, agricultural experi- 
ment stations, etc., including bureaus, 
offices, and research centers (excluding 
FFRDCs), whether located on or off the 
main campus, and branch campuses con- 
trolled directly by the parent institution. 
The universe of academic institutions that is 
the foundation of this survey is derived 
from the Education Directory, Colleges and 
Universities. 1983-84, prepared by NCES 
and from NSF's Institutional Technical Ref- 
erence File. Institutions included are thobe 
that received Federal support during FY 
1983 and possessed a significant degree 
of academic and administrative autonomy. 
Therefore, institutions within a system 
(group of institutions having a collective 



legal status and generally recognized by a 
State ^government, a board of education, 
or other relevant organization), where a 
Significant degree of autonomy remains 
at the individual institution level, are pre- 
sented separately, obligations to branch 
campuses are included in the totals for 
their parent institutions. The study excludes 
all obligations to the service academies and 
to the USDA Graduate School. 

FFRDCs in this report are organiza- 
tional units administered by universities 
and colleges or other nonprofit institutions. 
These units have been established, in 
general, to achieve a particular R&D objec- 
tive of a Federal agency. Uniform iden- 
tification and classification criteria have 
been developed for use by all sponsoring 
agencies. 

To qualify as a unit in this category, 
the FFRDC must be engaged in basic or 
applied research, development, or man- 
agement of R&D activities and the results 
must be directly monitored by the Federal 
Government, usually a single agency, in a 
relationship expected to be maintained on 
a long-term basis. The activity is operated, 
managed, and/or administered by either a 
university or consortium of universities 
as an autonomous organization or as an 
identifiable separate operating unit of its 
parent institution. The majority of the 
activity's financial support, 70 percent or 
more, is received from the Federal Govern- 
ment. In general, most or all of the facilities 
are owned by the Government or funded, 
under contract, by the Government. 

This study includes 19 FFRDCs ad- 
ministered by universities and colleges 
and e by nonprofit institutions. Of the 
academic-administered FFRDCs, 10 were 
managed by individual institutions, 8 by 
consortia of universities, and 1, Argonne 
National Laboratory, was jointly managed 
by the University of Chicago and Argonne 
Universities Association. Prior to FY 1978, 
the Applied Physics Laboratory (APL) and 
the Applied Research Laboratory (ARL) 
were categorized as FFRDCs. Beginning 
with the 1978 study, APL and ARL were 
reclassifies' into the academic sector as 
part of Johns Hopkins University and 
Pennsylvania State Univerbity, respectively. 

Academic science/engineering includes 
all obligationb for the following activities. 
Rebearch and development, R&D plant, 
facilitieb and equipment for inbtruction in 
the bcienceb and engineering, fellowships, 
traineebhipb, and training grants, general 
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support for science and engineering, and 
other S/E activities. These activities are 
defined as follows: 

(a) Research and development includes 
all research activities, both basic and ap- 
plied, and all development activities that 
me supported at universities and colleges. 
Demonstration projects conducted to dis- 
cover whether a technology or method is 
workable are considered to be within the 
scope of research and development if their 
objective is to produce new information 
within a specific time period. "Research' 
is defined as systematic study dfrected 
toward fuller scientific knowledge or wiider- 
standing of the subjecl studied. Research 
can be classified as basic or applied, al- 
though data reported here are not sepa- 
rated into these categories. In basic research, 
the investigation is oriented toward gaining 
a better knowledge or understanding of 
the subject under study. In applied research, 
the investigation is aimed at discovering 
practical uses of the knowledge gained to 
meet a recognized need. "Development" 
is the systematic use of knowledge and 
understanding gained from research di- 
rected toward the production of useful 
materials, devices, systems, or methods, 
including design and development of proto- 
types and processes. Research and devel- 
opment excludes topographic mapping and 
surveys, collection of general-purpose 
statistics, and activities concerned primarily 
with the dissemination of scientific infor- 
mation Research and development in the 
arts and humanities are excluded from this 
category but are included in "non-science/ 
engineering activities." 

(b) R&D plant includes all costs— direct 
and related— of all projects whose main 
objective is to provide support for the con- 
struction, acquisition, renovation, modifi- 
cation, repair, or rental of facilities, land, 
works, or equipment for use in scientific 
or engineering research and development. 
A facility is interpreted broadly to be any 
physical resource important to the con- 
duct of research and development. 

(c) Facilities and equipment for instruc- 
tion in the sciences/ engineering includes 
all programs whose main purpose is to 
provide support for the construction, 
acquisition, renovation, modification, re- 
pair, or rental of facilities, land, works, or 
equipment for use in instruction in sci- 
ence and engineering. 

(d) Fellowships, traineeships, and train- 
ing grants include graduate programs in 



support of the development and mainte- 
nance of S/E personnel resources. The total 
amounts pertaining to such awards (sti- 
pends and cost-of-education allowances) 
are ;eported on the basis of the in&titution 
chosen by the recipient. Excluded are pro- 
grams that support research and educa- 
tion institutes, seminars, and conferences 
such as teacher- training activities provided 
through teacher institutes, short courses, 
research participation, and inservice semi- 
nars, activities aimed at the development 
of education techniques and materials for 
use in S/E trainmg, and programs that 
provide special opportunities for increas- 
ing the scientific knowledge and experi- 
ence of precollege and undergraduate 
students. These activities are included in 
other Science/engineering activities," 
or if not S/E-oriented, in "non-science/ 
engineering activities." 

(e) General support for science/engi- 
neering includes programs that support 
nonspecific or generalized purposes related 
to scientific research and education. Such 
projects are generally oriented toward aca- 
demic departments, institutes, or institu- 
tions as a whole, and embody varying types 
of support— ranging from support provided 
without any specification of purpose other 
than that the funds be used for scientific 
projects, to projects that provide funds 
for activities within a specified field of 
science/engineering without a specific 
purpose. NIH's Biomedical Sciences Sup- 
port Grants and General Research Sup- 
port Grants are examples of these types 
of programs. 

(f) Other S/E activities include all aca- 
demic S/E activities that cannot meaning- 
fully be assigned to one of the preceeding 
five categories. Types of activities included 
are obligations in support of technical 
conferences, teacher institutes, and activities 
aimed at increasing the scientific knowl- 
edge of precollege and undergraduate 
students. 

(g) Non-S/E activities include all other 
obligations excluded from the six forego- 
ing categories defined but which repre- 
sent direct funding (excluding loans) from a 
Federal agency to an academic institution 
for activities or purposes not specifically 
related to science and engineering. Included 
are all obligations for research, education, 
and facilities in the arts and humanities, 
as well as generalized projects for which 
the proportion utilized for scientific or engi- 
neering activities is unknown. 



fields of science/ 
engineering 

Physical sciences are i.oncerned with 
the understanding of the material universe 
and its phenomena. They comprise the 
fields of astronomy, chemistry, physics, and 
physical sciences not elsewhere classified. 
Examples of disciplines under each of these 
fields are as follows. 

Astronomy— laboratory astrophysics, 
optical astronomy, radio astronomy, theo- 
retical astrophysics. X-ray, Gamma-ray, 
neutrino astronomy. 

Chemistry— inorganic, orga no-metallic, 
organic, physical. 

Physics— acoustics, atomic and molecu- 
lar, condensed matter, elementary particles, 
nuclear structure, optics, plasma. 

Physical sciences, n.e.c.^ 

Mathematical and computer sciences 
employ logical reasoning with the aid 
of symbols and are concerned with the 
development of methods of operations 
employing such symbols. They comprise 
the following two subcategories. 

Mathematics— algebra; analysis; ap- 
plied mathematics; foundations and logic; 
geometry; numerical analysis; statistics; 
topology. 

Computer sciences— computer program- 
ming; computer and information sciences 
(general) ; design, development, and applica- 
tion of computer capabilities to data stor- 
age and manipulation; information sciences 
and systems; systems analysis. 

Mathematical and computer sciences, 
n.e.cJ 

Environmental sciences— (terrestrial and 
extraterrestrial) are concerned with the gross 
nonbiological properties of the areas of 
the solar system that directly or indirectly 
affect man s survival and welfare; they 
comprise the fields of atmospheric sciences, 
geological sciences, oceanography, and 
environmental sciences not elsewhere classi- 
fied. Note that all obligations in support 
of oceanography, whether physical or 
biological, are reported under oceanog- 
raphy. Examples of disciplines under each 
of these fields are as follows: 

Atmospheric sciences— aeronomy; solar;

Geological sciences— engineering geo- 
physics, general geology, geodesy and 
gravity; geomagnetism; hydrology, inor- 
ganic geochemistry, isotopic geochemistry, 
organic geochemistry, laboratory geo- 
physics, paleomagnetism, paleontology, 
physical geographic and cartography, seis- 
mology; soil sciences. 

Oceanography— biological oceanogra 
phy, chemical oceanography, geological 
oceanography, phybical oceanography, 
marine geophysics. 

Environmental sciences, n.e.c/ 

Engineering is concerned with studies 
directed toward developing engineering 
principles or toward making specific sci- 
entific principles usable in engineering 
practice. Engineering is divided into eight 
fields: aeronautical, astronautical, chemical, 
civil, electrical, mechanical, metallurgy and 
materials, and engineering not elsewhere 
classified. Examples of disciplines under 
each of these fields are as follows. 

Aeronautical— aerodynamics. 
Astronautical— aerospace; space tech- 
nology. 

Chemical— petroleum; petroleum refin- 
ing; process. 

Civil— architectural, hydraulic, hydro- 
logic; marine, sanitary and environmental, 
structural; transportation. 

Electrical— communication, electronic; 
power. 

Mechanical— engineering mechanics. 

Metallurgy and materials— ceramic; min- 
ing; textile; welding. 

Engineering, n.e.c.^— agricultural; bio- 
engineering; biomedical; industrial and 
management, nuclear, ocean engineering, 
systems. 

Life sciences consist of five detailed 
fields, biological (excluding environmental), 
environmental biology, agricultural, medi- 
cal, and life sciences not elsewhere classi- 
fied. The illustrative disciplines provided 
below under each of these detailed fields 
are intended to be guidelines— not sharp 
definitions— as to what should be reported 
under a particular field; they represent 
examples of disciplines generally classi- 
fied under each detailed field. A discipline, 
however, may be classified under another 
detailed field when the major emphasis is 
elsewhere. Research in biochemistry could 
be reported as biologlal, agricultural, or 
medical, depending on the orientation of 
the project, human biochemistry should 
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be classified under biological, l.,t animal 
biochemistry or plant biochemisL^^ should 
be under agricultural. 

Biological sciences (excluding environ- 
mental biology)— anatomy, biochemistry, 
biology, biometry and biostatistics, bio- 
physics, botany, cell biology, entomology 
and parasitology, genetics, microbiology, 
neuroscience (biological), nutrition, phys- 
iology, ^. ^>logy, other biological, n.e.c.^ 

Environmental biology— ecosystem slI 
ences, evolutionary biology, limnology, 
physiological ecology, population and biotic 
community ecology, systematics, other 
environmental biology, n.e.c' 

Agricultural sciences— agronomy, ani- 
mal scienceb, food science and technology, 
fish and wildlife, forestry, horticulture, 
plant sciences, soils and soil science, phyto- 
pathology, phytoproduction, agriculture, 
general, other agriculture, n.e.c' 

Medical sciences— internal medicine, 
r^urclogy, obstetrics and gynecology, 
optKalmology, pharmacology, psychiatry, 
radiology, surgery, dentistry, pharmacy, 
veterinary medicine; other medical, n.e.c.^ 

Life sciences, n.e.c J 

Psychology deals with behavior, men- 
tal processes, and individual and group 
characteristics and abilities. Psychology is 
divided into three categories, biological 
aspects, social aspects, and psychological 
sciences, not elsewhere classified. Exam- 
ples of the disciplines under each of these 
fields are as follows: 

Biological aspects— experimental psy- 
chology, animal behavior, clinical psychol- 
ogy; comparative psychology; ethology. 

%cia! aspects— social psychology, educa- 
tioHc*. personnel, vocational psychology 
and testing, industrial and engineering 
psychology; development and personality. 

Psychological sciences, n.e.c.^ 

Social sciences are directed toward an 
understanding of the behavior of social 
institutions and groups and of individuals 
as members of a group. Social sciences 
include anthropology, economics, history, 
linguistics, political science, sociology, and 
social sciences nof elsewhere classified. 
Examples of disciplines under the fields 
of social sciences are as follows: 

Anthropology— archaeology; cultural 
and personality; social and ethnology; 
applied anthropology. 

Economics— econometrics and economic 
statistics, history of economic thought, 
international economics, industrial, labor, 
and agricultural economics, macroeconom- 
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ICS, micioeconomics, public fmance and 
fiscal policy, theory, economic systems and 
development. 

History— history and philosophy of 
science. 

Linguistics— an thrupolugical-archeo- 
logical, computational, psychohnguistics, 
sociolinguistics. 

Political science— area or regional studies, 
comparative government, history of politi- 
cal ideas, international relationb and law, 
national political and legal systemb, political 
theory, public administration. 

Sociology— comparative and historical, 
complex organizations, culture and social 
structure, demography, group interactions, 
social problems and social welfare, socio- 
logical theory. 

Social sciences, n.e.c.^— research in law 
and education not elsewhere classified, 
socioeconomic geography. 

Other sciences, n.e.c.^— to be Ubed for 
multidisciplinary and interdisciplinary pro- 
jects that cannot be classified within one 
of the above broad fields of science.
